In Memoriam & Assistance offered 


In memory of Anne Rietveld-Rijnders, 
who passed away on 11th September 
2022. 

Anne came to Australia with her family at 
the age of 12 and they arrived in Fremantle 
on the M/V Fairsea on 2 October 1952. 

As with most of us, they went by bus to the 
Immigration Camp in Northam to await 
further resettlement, employment and 
accommodation. 

I did not meet Anne until 1997, when those 
within the Dutch Community recognised the 
need for a stronger representative body to 
act in a umbrella role and provide a 
consolidated voice to the existing 16 known 
Sub-groups and Clubs, operating in WA at 
the time. Similar to a successful model 
already working in Victoria. The Sub- 
groups and Clubs would retain their 
independence and manage their own affairs. 
ANSWA or Associated Netherlands 
Societies in WA Inc., was formed with full 
support and representation of all the groups 
and Clubs, hence providing one common 
voice to The State and the Federal 
Governments and to the Embassy and 
Consulate in the Eastern States. Anne held a 
number of positions on the Committee such 
as Delegate, Treasurer, Secretary and 
Chairperson from 1997 to 2006. 

Her leadership role and initiative, provided 
success with the following. 

August 1997, Mem. Service to 
commemorate Dutch victims of 1942 
Broome attack. 

January 1998: Scheldenloodsen Koor 
performances at the Quarry Amphitheatre. 
In 1998: Assisted with the 
acknowledgement and promotion of the 
Duyfken Project. 

1998: Coordinated the Golden Age of Dutch 
Art exhibition with the Rijksmuseum. 
August 2006: Organised the 
commemoration of the Dutch Navy victory 
in the Pacific. 

March 2012: Planning and coordination of 
70th anniversary of the strafing of Broome. 
October 2012: The reunion of Migrants that 
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arrived in the West, specifically those in 
1952. 

ANSWA since inception played a key role 
in the reintroduction of the May Memorial 
Day, held annually at the Dutch Enclave at 
the Perth War Cemetery since 1997. 
Unfortunately due to the lack of volunteers 
and funds, it was unable to continue to 
support the event, but Anne maintained her 
involvement with several others till closure 
in 2017. 

Many will remember the presence of the 
Military group, the performance of the 
Dutch Singers, The laying of Wreaths and of 
course the Rose Ceremony on the individual 
grave stones of those that died in the 1942 
Broome attack. For many years it was a 
major event and attendances where in excess 
of 100 people, regardless of the weather. 

As her health continued to get worse, Anne 
withdrew from most of her commitments, 
but continued as a spectator whenever 
possible. 

We will miss her input, her joy and her 
laughter.
